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donna. to retaine till the bond of acquaintance, affinirie, and good 
willof Pourzrvs, Ocrtav1a his ſiſters *Neece wedded unto C.M arcs. 
uoto her.like as LV 3 , hee affianced and made ſure unto him: but wi 


ithall,he craved his daughter 


ligued and brought to his ion all thoſe about him, yea, & the greater num- 
ber of Senatours, by crediting out his money unto them, either grates, or ypon 
aſlight c6ſideration:thoſe alfo of other ſorts & degrees ,cither invited kindly b 
himſelfe, or reſorting unto him of their owne accord, hee gratified with a 
magnificent and bounteous (a) congiarie . The freed men belides, yea, and the 
Servants and Pages belonging to every one, according as any of them werein 
favour with their * Lord and Maiſter, taſted of his liberality . Moreover, there 
wasnot a man ſued in Courtjudicially and in danger of the Law ; there was not 
any deepely engaged and endebted unto their Creditours ; there wereno prodi- 
gall young ſpend-thrifts, but he wastheir my ſupporter, and moſt readie at all 
aſlaies to helpe them : unleſſe they were thoſe that either had commirted ſuch 
icvous crimes, or were ſo low brought,or had been ſo exceſſiue in riot,as that 
ey couldnot poſhbly be relieved by him . For ſach as theſe , hee would fay in 
phine termes and openly, there was no other remedie but crvillwarre. 

. No lefſecarefull and ftudious was he to allure unto himthe hearts of Kings, 

,and whole Provinces throughoutthe worid: unto ſome,goffering in free gift 

the deliveric of Captives and priſoners by thouſands at a time: unto others,ſen- 
ding aide ſecretly and under-hand without authoritic or commiſſion of Senate 
and people, whether and as often as they would : and morethan this, adorning 
with goodly building and excellent peeces of work the mightieſt Cities of tabe, 
Gaule, Spaine,yea,and of Aſia andGreece, This he did ſo long, untill all men now 
were aſtonied thereat : and whenthey caſt with themſelves wheretothis mighe 
tend, atlaſtM,Cravpivs Maxczriiyvs the Conlul, afterapreface andpre- 
amble made to his Edit, namely, Thathe would ſpeake as touching the maine 
pointof the Common-weale, propoſed unto the Senate, That. for as much as 
the warre was now cnded,and peace abroad eſtabliſhed,there mightbe one ſent 
to ſucceede him , before his time was fully expired; alſo, Thatthe victorious 
Armie ought of right to bee diſmiſſed and have their diſcharge from warfare 
Item, that in the High Court and aflembly for the Confuls cleQion his name 
ſhould notbee propounded, eioing PowPsivs afterward had anulled* 
that Act ofthe people(by vertue whereot it was graunted that he might be cho- 
ſen Conſulin his abſence.)

»7145 the other . Alſo inthe yeare following when C. M azc x t- * 
Lu $ who ſucceeded his confen G zxnatn by the fathers fideManc us, in 
the coſulſhip,aſſaied to bring the ſame bribed & made fore vnto Jim, 
with a mightie ſumme of mony, Azw111us Pxutus,companion withhi 
in office, and C. C wn1 o a moſt violent Tribune, to ſticke unto him,& defend 
his honor . Butſecing all things carried ll againſt him more obſtinately than 
before, &the new Conſuls cle&rake the contrarie fide & bent another way, he 
wrotcunto theSenate,and by his letters humbly beſought them, not ro fofer 
the benefir granted unto him bythe peoplero be rakenfrom him: or if they 
did,yctro giuc order that other Generals likewiſe as well as hee, might leave 
their Armies: preſuming confidently,as menthinke,vpon this, hamſclfe ſhould 
be able wheloeuer he pleaſed to afſemble together his ſouldiers more eaſily tht 
P.o wy r1usto levy new. But with his ries he wold haue treated by way 
of Capitulation intheſe termes,that after he had diſchargedand ſent away $. 
Legions,and giuen overthe province of Gaw/e beyond the Alpes,he mightbe 
allowed 2.legios with the prouince on this fidethe Alpes:orifnorſo,yer arleaſt- 
- wiſe one,together withI L x x1 un, vntil ſuchtime as he were createdc6ſul. 
Burpercciuing thatthe Senate came not'berweene nor interpoſed their au- 
thoritc toſtop the courſe intended againſt him,8 his aduerfarics denied flatly 
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to-admit all manncr of capitulating& compoſition concerningthe common- 
wealth, he paſſedinto the hither part of Gawle,& having kept the Afſizes there 
andexecutcd his provinciall juriſdiQtion ſtayed at Ravenss, with fall reſolution 
tobe reuenged by open warre,in cale there had paſſed frothe Senat,any ſharp 
andcruelldecreegouching the Tribunes of the Commons oppoling thElelues 
in bis bchalfe,& quarrel : And verily this was the colour and eokbak which 
he pretended of ciuill warre : yet menthinkethere were ſome other cauſes & 
metiuesthercto. Cn. P ouyz 1us was wontto giue out that for as much as 
C «4 ax was notable ofhimſelfc and with his owne priuare wealth, eitherro 
conſummate and finiſh thoſeſtately workes &xdifices which he had begun,or 
to ſarishie theexpeCtation of the peoplewhich he hadraiſed & wrought of his 
comming, therefore he intendedrotroub!e the ſtate and ſcrall ona garboyle. 
Others ſay,that he feared leaſt he ſhould be compelled ro giue an accoumpr of

'f - apt abs; and prohibitions ofthe Iribunes (in the name of the people) 
conſidering thatM.C ar o hadthreatned and profeſſed eftfoones,& not with- 
outan oath,thatno ſooner ſhould he and his armie be parted, but he would ju- 
dicially call his name in queſtion & bring him to his anſwere : Alſo for thatie 
Was commonly ſpoken abroad that if he returned ones in qualitie ofa priuace

When word therefore was brought unto him, that the Tribunes inhibici- 
on & negatiue yoicewas put down, and thertſclues deparred ont of the Citie: 
hauing immediartly ſent before certaine Cohorts priuily,becatiſe no ſuſpition 
might ariſe,he diffimuled the matter,8& was preſent in perſon to behold a pubs 
like Game, viewed,and conſidered the plot forme according to which he was 
aboutto build a Schoole of fwordfencers,and according ro his uſuall manner 
gaue himſelfe ro feaſt 8& banquet often. After this maor>; vpon the Sun-ſer- 
tinge tooke vp certaine Mules from the next Bakersmil-houlc;ſer the in their 
geires to his w and as cloſely as poſſibly he could with aſmall retinewe 
and companic him put himſclfe in his Iournie; and when by reaſon thax 
the lights were gone out,he had loſthis way-after he had alongtime, 
atthelength meeting with a guide by that time it was day, he paſſed on foote 

Colinarrow crolle funionndbypatits wi herecoveredthe right 
þu on OI when he had ones ouertaken his Cohorts , at the river Rubi- 
con, which was the utmoſt bound ofhis province; he reſted & ſtoode ſtill a little 
while:thEcaſting in his mindjhow great anenterpriſc he went in hand with,he 
turncd vntothem that were nextunto him and ſaid. As yer my maifters wee 
may wellreturne backe; bur paſſe weonce ouer' this little bridge,there will be 
no dealing bur by force of armes and dint of ſwerd. 

As he thus ſtaied, and ſtood doubtfull what to doe,a ſtrang fight he chanced to ſeein 
this manner. All of a ſuddaine theirap vnto hima certaine man ofan extraordi- 
nary ſtature & ſhape withall, fitting hard by, & piping with a reed. Now when beſids, 
the ſhepheards & herdmen many ſoldiours alſo from their ſtanding wards ran for to 
heare him, & among them the Trumpetters likewiſe,he caught from on ofthe a Trum 
pet, leapt forth tothe river, & begining with a mightie blaſt to ſound the battaile, kept 
on his pacetothe very bancke, on the otherfide.

ter he had aſſaied by all manner of lers to hinder & ſtop (but in vaine) he turned 
his journey and took the way direRly to Rome. And when he had curtcouſly mo- 
ved the Senatoursto give him meeting inthe Senate houſe,there totreat& con» 
ſulr as touching the State of the Common-weale, he ſet upon the moſt puifſane 
forces of P o uyz1vs, which were in Spaize under the condu of three Licute- 
nants, M.PzTaaivsL Arrnanivs &M.Vanxo: having given out before 
among his friends and openly profeſlcd,that he was going to an Armie without 
a (a) Captaine; and would returne from thence to a(b) Captaine withoutan Ar- 
mie. And albeit the beſicging of Maſsilra,which Citie in his journey forward, had 
ſhutthe gates againſt him,8& excecding ſcarcity ofcorn &yviCtuals was ſome im- 
peachment & ſtay unto him, yet within a ſhorttime he overcame & ſubdued all. 

Fx © u hence having returned to the City(of Rome)againe,& paſled over into 
Matedonie,afterhe had held Powe s1vs beſieged for the ſpace wel-neare of 4. 
moneths, & that within moſt mighty trenches & trong rampiers, he diſcomfi- 
ted atthe laſt in the Pharſalian batrel & put him to flight: and tollowing him hot- 
ly in chaſe as he fledto Alexandria, foſoone as heunderſtood thathe was ſlaine, 
and perceived likewiſethatKingP Totom = vs laid wait for his owne perſon 
alſo,he warred __ him:whichto ſay a truth,was a moſt difficult & dangerous 
peece of worke,by reaſon that he managed it, neither in place indifferent, nor 
time convenient,but in the very Winter ſeaſon , and withinthe walls of a moſt 
wealthy & politick encmie,being himlſelfe in diſtreſle & want of all things, and 
unprovided beſides to fight.

gainſt Dyrrachium, Po wyzr, when he ſaw what kinde of bread made of a 
certaine (b)Herbe they liued upon, ſaid, He had to deale with wild beats. com- 
manding withall, the ſame quickly to be had away,and not ſhewedto any one: 
For feare, leaſt his owne ſoldiers hearts ſnould be utterly dauntcd, ſeeing once 
the patience and conſtancic oftheir enemies, And how valiantly they bare 
themſelues in fight, this on thing may teſtifie-that hauing taken one foyle in a 


battaile before Dyrrachivm, they voliitarily offered to be(s) executed therfore; _ 


in ſo much as their Generall was more troubled about comforting then puni- 
ſhing the. In all other batrailes,they fewer in number by many parts,cafily van- 
quiſhed,infinit forces of their enemies.

And to the end that he might go through all other matters 
alſo more reſolutely;he profeſſed himſelfe to labeur for the* Tribuneſhip inthe 


rowre of one who fortunedtodie: albeit he was one of the Nobility,though «04:1. coms 


not ofthe Senate.Bur ſeeing that M. Amro x1usthe Conſul withſtood his at- moons. 


remprs, Where as he hoped he would have beene his principall friend in that 
ſuit : and vouchſafed not unto him ſo much as the aſfiſtance of his owne pub- 
like authority,or helpe procured from others in any thing, without he agreed 
andcovenantedto yeeld unto him ſome exceeding conſideration: he betooke 
himſelfe untothe protetion of thoſe Nobles & chicfe Senatours unto whom 


he perceived that Amr o n1us was odious : inthis regardeſpecially, that* he 4 ;*,1ntonia; 


endcvored all that he cou'd by force of armes ro cxpell Dzctuus Bavrus 
beſieged at Matina,out of that province which by C s as an was grantedand by 
the Senate confirmed unto him. And thereupon by the aduice and perſwaſion 
of ſome he ſer certaine perſons priuily in handto murder A xt o » 11 which 
perilous pratiſe ot his being detected. and fearing ſtill the like danger to him- 
ſclfc.he waged the 01d ſolciers with as beautiful a Jarges as poſſiblic he could 
for the defence as well ofthis owne perſon as ofthe ſtate. And being appointed 
to leadthis armiethus levied, in qualitie of propretour & together with H 1 x- 
T1yuSandPan 8&4, who had entreduponthe Conſulſhip,to aide D. Bnvrus, 
he made ag end of this warre committed unto him within three moneths,in 
ewo fought fieldes . Inthe former of which, Ant o x12 writeththat he fled, 
and without coat armour or horſe appearedat lenghtafter two dayes and 
ſhewed himſelfe. But in the battailenextfollowing , wellknowne it is, that 
he performed the partnot onely of aCaptaine bur alſo of a ſoldicr t and in 
the very heat and midſt of the medly , by occaſion that the Standerd bea- 
rer of his owne Legion was grievouſly hurt, he ſupported the Acgle with his 
owne ſhoulders* and fo carriedita good while. 

During this warre, whenH1 xT1us hadloſt his life intheconfli, and 
Paxsa ſooncaltcrofhis wound, it was bruitcd rifely abroad, that both 
of them were by his meanes flainc: to the ende that having defaited 
AnNTOoNius, and the Common-wealth beeing bercift ofboth Conſuls, 
he alone might ſeize uppon the victorious armies. And verily the death 
of Pans a wazſodeepe!y ſuſpeRed that Girco the Phyſtian was com- 
mitted to ward anddurance, as ifhe had put poyſon into his wound. A & vi 1- 
LIus N1Gc ex addeth morcover and ſaith,that the one of the Conluls,to wir,

_ ipall Senatours : and for the better prerence of thischange and alterati- 
n of his minde, and uniuſtly gel the words and deedes of cer- 
raine ofthem* asif (a) ſome had given it out of him : That be wass boy,(b )O- 
thers, that he was to be* aderned,aud * benoured: That neither himſeife nor the olde 
beaten ſoldiers might be rewarded according to their deſarts. And the better to 
approove his repentance ofthe former ſide and fation that hetooke: He fined 
the Narſiner, in a great ſumme of monie , and more than they weze able 
to pay; Forthat upon the Monuments or Tombe of thoſe Citizens that were 
ſlaine inthe battaile art Afatine (which at their common charges was reared) 
they wrotethis Title, That they died for the Libertie and Free-dome of their 
Cittie. 

Being entredinto Societie with Antoxrs andLzp1pvs, hee fmiſhed 
the Philippian warre allo, (although be was but weake and ſickely,) and that 
with two batrailes: in the former being diſcamped and driven out of the field, 
hardly hee eſcaped by flightandrecovered the Regiment or wing of A xox 1- 
us. Neither uſed he moderately the ſucceſſe of his vitorie, but when hee had 
ſentthe headof Bxavrus to Rome fortobce beſtowed under the Statue of 
Czsar, hedealtcruelly with theNobleſt and moſt honourable priſoners, 
and not without reproachfull words: ſo farre forth verily, that to one of them, 
making humble ſuite and prayer for his Sepulture , he anſwered, (by report) 
in this wiſe. That it wouldbe avont, at the diſpoſe of the ftules of the Aire: and 
when others, to wit, the (4) Father, and ſonne togetherintreated for their 
lives; he commanded them cither ro caſt lots or trie by combate whether of 
them ſhould have life granted? and ſo beheld them both asthey dyed, whileſt 
the father who offred himſelfe to die was flaine, and the ſonine voluntarily 
take his death . Whereuppon the reſt,& amongſt them M F avonrns 
that worthie follower oft C aro, whenthey were broughtforth with their 
yrons and chaynes to execution, -afterthey had in honorable termes ſaluted 
Axronius bythenaimeof *Emperour, openly reviled and ler flie at him 
moſt toule and rayling words, Haning parted berweene them their charges & 
offices after this viRorie,whE Ax Tr ox11s undertook to ſettle the Exftingesod 
order,and himſcife to bring the olde Soldiers backe into Xalie,&to pl 
there,inthe lands &teritories belonging tothe free Townes and Burowghes he 
kept himſelfe in favour ncither with the ſaid old ſoldiers,nor theformer > 128 
{ors ofthoſelands : whileſtthe one ſort complained,thar they were difleized: 
and the other,thatthey werenot well entreated according to their hope, for 
ſo good deſerts. 

At which verietime,he forced L. An r ox rus(whoconfidently preſuming 
upon the Canſulſhip which hethen bare, & his brothers power withall, went 
about to make an infurreion and alteration in the ſtate) to flic unto Px x v- 
$14, and there for verie hunger compelled himto yeeld: but yernot without 
great jeopardie of his owne perſon, both before and afterthe warre: for wh& 
ata certaine ſolemne fight of ſtage plaies;he hadcommanded an ordinarie and 
comon ſoldier who wasſert within the (4)14.ranks,to be raiſed by an'officer,8 


thereupon 
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thereupon a rumor was carried and ſpred by his malicious ill willers and back- 
birers, as ifpreſently after torture he had putthe ſame ſoldier ro death. There 
lacked veric little, butthatin the concourſe and indignation of the militarre 
multirude,he had cometo a miſchiefe and beene murdered. This onely faued 
his life: that the man for a while miſſed, ſodainely was to be ſcene againe alive 
and ſafe without any harme doneunto him. About the walls of Peraſcaas bee 
lacrificed,he had like to haue been interceptedby a ſtrong companie of ſword 
fencers that ſallied out of the Towne. /

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Powurerus, but at theleagth with ucrie much ado, he eſcaped with one one- 
ly barke In like manner as he travailed by land unto b) Riz wmncere Locrie, 
kenning a farre of *Þ ou » 1 8 gallies ſaylingalong the coalts, and weening 
them to he his owne, he went e to the ſhore, and had kiketo have been 
caught and taken bythem. Andeven then as he made fhitr to flig and eſcape 
through by-waics aud blind-lanes: a boad-ſeruant of Anw1tivs Payius a 
companion of his, taking itto the heart that his Maiſters father Pavrus, 
was in times paſtby him proſcribed and outlawed, and imbracing,as it were, 
the good occaſion and opportunitic of revenge now offered, gave the attempr 
to killhim.

The templeof Av ot toimPalatinus; The tiple bkeriſe of Iurir x n the Thunde- 
rer,in the Capitol.The reaſon why he builtthe ſaid Forz, was the multitude of 
men & their ſuires: which becauſe,(s) 1j,would not ſuffice,ſeemed to have need 
of a thirdalſo. Andrherfore with great ſpecdereedit was for that publike uſe, 
even beforethe temple of M an s was finiſhed .

The temple of Mars hee had vowed unto hir 
in the Philippian warre which hee tooke in handfor the revenge of his fathers 
death. He ordained therefore by an AQ, that heere the Senate ſhould be con- 

ſalted with,as touching warres & triumphs:that from hence thoſe Pretours or 
Gorernours who were to goeinto their provinces ſhould be honorably atren- 

ded & brought onward on their way: and that hither they ſhould bring the ens 

ſignes and ornaments of triumph,who regurned with vitorie, The temple of 

Apollo he reared in that part of the Palatine heaſe , which being ſmitten with 

lightning was by that Godrequired, as the Soothſayers out ct their Jearning 

had pronounced : hereto was adioyned a galleric, with albrarie of Latine and 

Grecke bookes. In which temple,he was wontin his old age both to ſir ofren- 

times in counſaile with the Senate, and aiſo to over-ſce & review the Deturies 

ofthe Iudges. He conſecratedthe temple unto[y yr 7 nn the Thawderer, upon 

occaſion that he eſcaped a daunger, whattime as in his C antabrian expedition, 

as he travailed by night, a flaſh of lightning glaunced upon his lifter, & fracke 

his ſeruant lone dead, that Went with a light before. Some worksalſo he made 

under other folkes names, to wit his nephew,htis wite and ſiſter ; as the Gallerie 

and ſtately Pallaceof *Lyctv sandC arvs: likewiſe the Gallrie or Porches 48 ; 
ofLiviaagdOcrazavia: the Theatre alloof Mancittus, Moreover di- —— 
vers other principall perſons hee oftentimes exhorted to adorne and beautifie by 4grype, 
theCity, every man according to his ability either by erefting new mony- 

ments, or elſe by repairing and furniſhing the old. By which meanes many an

outof the money raiſed of ſpoiles ane ſackage . The facred Churches and 

Chappels decayed and ruinate by continuance of time, or conſumed by fire 

he reedihed : and thoſe together with the reſt hee adorned with moſt rich ob. 

lations; as who brought into the Cell, or Tabernacle of Iupiter Capirelinss at 


one Donation, 16000. pound weight of gold, beſides pretious ſtones valued at 
50 millions of Seſterces. 


But aſter that kee cntred now at length upon the High prieſthood when 31 
F 3 A.V.C. 
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Lxyipys was oncedead, which he never could finde in his heart to take from 
him whiles he lived: whatbookes ſocver ofpropheſics & deſtinies went com- 
monly abroad in Grecke andLatine, cither without authors, or ſuch as were 
not authenticall and ofcredite, he cauſedto be calledin fromall places, to the 
number of 2000 & aboue: and when he had burnt them,hereteined thoſe only 
of Sibjls propheſies. And even ofthoſealſo he made ſome ſpecial choice : and 
beſtowedthem cloſe in two litle Desks or coffers under the baſe & piedſtoole 
ofArorto Palatinys, The poeres revolution reduced as it was into or- 
der by I 'v rv s of facred memory, butt afterwards throughnegligence troubled 
and confuſed, he brought againe to the formercalculation . In the diſpoſe 
whereof, he calied the moneth Sexrilis (rather than September wherin he was 
borne.) by his owne name, becauſe in it there befell unto him both his firſt 
Conſulſhip & alſo notable vitories. Of all the Religious & prieſts, but eſpeci- 
ally ofthe veſtall virgins he augmented thenumber, the dignity and the com- 
moditics alſo. And whereas in the rowme of any veſtall Nun deceaſed, there 
muſt another of neceflity be choſen & take, he perceiving many to make ſuite 
that they might not put their daughters to the lottery; proteſted and bound it 
with an oath ,that if any one of his owne Nieces or daughters daughters 
were of competent age he wouldpreſentherto the place. Divers auncient ce- 
remonics alſo which by little & little were diſuſed and aboliſhed, he reſtored a- 
gaine, asnamelythe (4) Augwrie of Saryvs, the Flaminſbip of lIve1tun, the 
Jacred Lupercal, the (b) Secular playes and theCompitality. Atthe Lupercall So- 
lemnities,he coramanded that no beardleſſe boyes ſhould runne. Likewiſe, at 
the Secular playes, he forbad young folke of both ſexes, to frequent any ſhew 
exhibited by night; unleſſe it were inthe company of ſome auncient perſon of 
their kindred. The Tutelare Images of croſſe-wayes called Lares Compitales he = 
was the firſt that ordained to adorne twice in the yeere with flowers of the 
ſpring & ſommer ſeaſ6s. The principal honour nextunto the immortall gods, 
he performed tothe memoriall of thoſe worthy Captaines, who had raiſed 
the Romaine onpire from aſ{mall thing toſo high and glorious a ſtate . And 
therefore both the works & monuments of every of them he repaired & made 
againe, reſerving their titles and inſcriptions ſtill; and all cheir Statues alſo in 
triumphant forme and ſhape he dedicated in both the Porches or gallerics of 
his Hal/of Iw#ice. And ina publick edit he 64 ja thus much, T hat he de- 
vileditto this end, That both himſelfe whiles he lroed and the Princes or Emperours 
his ſucceſſers for the ages to come, might be called upon and urged by their ſubietFs and

ſedſo greatplentic of monie , that uſurie fell, but the price of Landes and 
Lordſhips aroſe. toa ucric high reckoning : and alſo afterwards, ſo often as 
out ofthe goods of condemned perſons there was any ſurpluſage of monie 
remaining above their fines; he agg for a certaine timethe frce lone and 
uſe thereof to as many as wereableto put inſecuritie forthe principall,by an 
obligation in duplethe ſumme . The ſubſtance and wealth of Senatours hee 
augmented , and whereas the valew thereof before amountedto the ſummes 
of * 800000, Seſterces» hetaxed or ſclled them at 1200000: and looke who 
had not ſo much,he ſuppliedand made it uptothe full, Hee gave*Congiaries *Duple the | 
often times to the people but lightly they were of diverſe fummes,one while worth ot Gen+ 
400, another while 300. and ſome times 2cc; and fiftic Seſterces: and heleft $1.25 
notſo much as boycs under age, whereas they hadnot wont to receive ſuch 
congiarics, unleſſ: they were above cleuen yeares olde: Hee meaſured out 
alſo to the people by the Poll , Corne in times of ſcarcitic oftentimes 
at a verie lowe price , and otherwhiles freely , without payinge there- 
fore: andas for the Tickets, of monie, hedupledthe ſumme inthemcon- 
tcined, 

Andthat you may know, hee wasa prince more reſpettiue ofthrift and 
holeſomenes, than deſirous of popularitic,praiſe,& honour:when the people 
coplainedot the want & dearth of wine,he checked and ſnibbedthe with this 
molt ſevere ſpeech,That his ſowne in lawe Acne abedtaken order good enough 
that men ſhould not be athirſt, by conucighing ſo many waters intothe Cittie Vito 
the ſame people demanding the congiariez which indeede was. by him promi- 
ſed, he aunſwered; T bat his credite was pood, and he able to per forme bis wordtburt 
when they earneſtly called for one which hee had never promiſed , hee 
hit them in the wgeth by an cdi& or proclamation with their difhoneſtic, 
IIENg them, that give it he would not although he had in- 
tended it, 

Andwith no leſſe gravitie and reſolution, when uppon his propoſing & publi- 
ſhing of a congiaric,hefound that many in the meane time were manumiled 
andinſerted into the number of Citizens,he reieted ſuch,and ſaidthey ſhould 
not recciueany,unto whom he had made no promiſe : and to allthe reſt hee 


gave 
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: that the ſumrae which he had appointed, mighe 
ent, When upon a time, there was great barrainneſſe 
and ſcarcitie ofcorne, being put to an hardexigear andto ſecke a difficulere- = 
medie , in ſo much as he was chr we bog of the Cittic,all the ſort of 
young ſlaves pampered audtrimmedup for ſale, as alſo whole ſcholes & coms 
panies of Novice-fencers and ſword players : all ſtrangers and forainers, ex- 
cept Phyſitians and ſcholemailters : yea and ſome of the ordinaric-houſhold 
ſeruants :ſo ſoone as the marketbeganto mend, and viQtuals grew plentifull , 
he writeth, That it tooke himin the head to dboliſh thoſe pubiike doles of Corne for 
euer : becauſe upon the truſt and confidence of them, tillage wa: cleane laid downe. 
Howbeithe continued notin that mind long, as being aſſured, thatthe ame 
doles mightbeſet up againe onetime or other by the ambitious humour ( of 
Princes his ſucceſſors.) And therefore after this he ordred the matter ſo indiffe- 
rently,as thathe had nolefle regard of the Cirties fermours of tillage, & other 
undertakers and puruciours of the publike corne , thanof the people and 
commons of the Cirtie, 

In number,varictic,and magnificence of ſolemneſhewes exbibited untothe 
peoplc he went beyond all men . Hee reporteth of himſelfe thathe ſer foorth 
plaics and games in his owne name foure and twentietimes; and for other 
magiſtrates who either were abſcnt ornot ſufficientto beare the charges,three 
and twentie times Diuers times, he exhibited plaies by everie ſtreere,and thvſe 
uppon many ſtages, andacted by plaiers skilfullin all languages not in the 
Common forum onely,nor in the ordinaric Amphitheater, butalſoin the cir- 

ve. In the encloſure called Septs , he never repreſeated any ſportes but the 
aiting and courſing of wild beaſts and the ſhewes of champions-iightzha- 
ving built woodden ſcaffolds and ſeates for thenoncein Mars field. Inlike 
manner, he made the ſhew of a Navall bartaile about the River Tiberie, having 
digged of purpoſe a ſpacious hollow pitwithiathe ground,even there where- 
&s now is to be ſcene the grove ofthe C = s ans, On which dayes he beſtowed 
warders in diverſe places of che citie,for feare it might be endagered by ſturdie 
thecucs and robbers,taking their vantage, thatſo few remainedat home intheir 
houſes. Inthe Cirque he brought forth ro doe their deuour. Charioters, Rum: 
ners, and killers of ſavage beaſts: otherwhiles out of the nobleſt young gen- 
tlemen ofa'l the Cittic , As forthe warlike R1ding or Turnament called Trae, 
heexhibired it ofteneſt of all other,making choyſe of boyesto performe it,as 
well bigger as ſmaller:ſuppoſing ita matrer of antiquitic* a decent and hono- 
rable maner beſides,that the toward!y diſpoſition and proofe of neble bloud 
ſhould thus be ſeene and knowne .-In this ſolemnitic and ſport, he rewarded, 
C.Nonxrvs Asyxnnas* weakened by a fall fromhis horſe, with a wreath 


&Orlamed. © Or chaine of gold, and permitted both himſelfe and alſo his poſteritie ro 


beare the ſurname of Tox Q vary + But afterwards he gave over the repre- 
ſentation of ſuch paſtimes, by occaſion that As 1nivs Portrio the Oras 
rour, made a gricvousandinvidious complaint inthe Senate houſe, of the.

hislegge. Tothe performance of his ſtage plaies alſo and ſhewes of ſworde 
fight,he employed ſometimes even the Gentlemen and knights of Rome: bur 
it was before he was inhibited by vertue of an AR of the Senate.

And yet otherwhiles he made exchange of ſuch Provinces: and of both ſorts, 
hee oftentimes viſited many in perſon. Certaine Cities , confederate andin 
league with Rowe , howbeit by over-much libertic running headlong to mil- 
chicke and deſtrution, hee deprived of their liberties. Others againe, cither 
deepely indebt he calcd, or ſubverted by earthquake he reedificd, or able toab 
ledge their merits and good turnes donetothe people of Rome hee endowed 
with the franchiſes of Zatizm; or elſe with freedome of Rowe. There is not, I 
ſuppoſe, a Province, (except Affrick onely and Sardinia) but hee went unto its 
Into theſe Provinces afterhe hadchacedStxTus Po wrniusthicher, hepre- 
pared to ſaile out of Sicilze and to crofle the Seas: but continuall ſtormes and 
extreame tempeſts thecked him : neither had hee good occaſion or ſufficient 
caulc afterwards to paſle over untothem.,

All thoſe kingdomes which he wan by conqueſt and force of armes, unleſſe 
ſome ewe, hee either reſtorequntothoſe Princes from whom hee had taken 
them, orele made them over to other. KK. mere Aliens, Princes, his Aſoci- 
ates hee conioyned alſo a 4s among themſelves by mutuall bonds of alli- 
ance, as being a moſt ready procurer and maintainer of affinity and amity of 
every one; neither had he other regard of them all in generall than ofthe very 
naturall members and parts of his owne Empire.

and L. Scx1zox1us L1n0, anoble man, ſecretly complotred ſedition and 
rebellion : yea, anda two-fold mutinic of the Souldtours aroſe, in lyricum and 
in German. Both the armies called hard upon him for performance of many 
matters extraordinarily : but above all, that they might have equall pay with 

the (4) Pretorian ſouldiours. Andas for the (b) Germanician ſouldiours, they 
verily refuſed him for their Prince and Soveraigne, as not by them ordained : 
andwith all their might and maineurged Gznxmanicus, whothen was their 
Generall to take upon him the government of the State,albeir he withſtood & 
denied them ſtoutly, Fearing therefore the iſſue and danger of this occurrent 
molt of all, he required for himſelte to have that part oi the Common-weale in 
charge,which it hould pleaſe the Senateto lay-upon him : ſeeing thatnoman 
was ſufficient to weld the whole, unleſle he had another or many aſſiſtants ra- 
ther joyned with him. Hee feigned himſelfe alſo to be ſickly , tothe end that 
Gzxmanicus might with the better will and more patience abide in EXPEC-= 
rancc either of (| __ ſucceſſion after him,or atleaſt waies of fellowſhip in the 
Empire with him. Well, after hee had appeaſed thoſe mutinies, C 1zuzns 
likewiſe by a fraudulent wile he over-raught, and brought to his devotion. As 
for L1z 0,becauſe he would not bechought at his entrance newly into theEm- 
pire for to proccede rigorouſly, two yeeres after and not before he charged & 
reproved him beforethe Senate, contenting himſelfe all that meane ſpace to 
beware of himonely, and to ſtand upon his guard. For, as the faid L120 was 
rogether with him among other Pontifees ſacrificing, hee tooke order, thatin 
ſtecd ofthe(yron)cleaver,there ſhould becloſely laid for him a chopping; knife 
of Lead: And whenthe ſame L1z o requeſted upon atimeto have ſecret ralke 
andconference with him, he woula nor grauntit, without his fonneDxusus

and reputation, tathes forbare. And thoſe forthe moſt part would he inuite 
together with their husbands to ſupper : and as they paſſed by at his feere, per- 
uſe and conſider curiouſly ; taking leafure thereto after the maner of thoſe thar 
cheapen and buy wares in ouvert market : yea and with his hand chocke them 
under the chin and make them to looke up, it happily any ot them in modeſty 
and for baſhtulneſle held downe their faces. And then ſo often as he liſted, our 
he goes from the refetion roome, and when he had called her unto hima 
that liked him beſt, hee would within a little afrer: (even whilestherokens were 
yer freſh teſtifying their wanton worke) returne: and openly beforeall the c6- 
anie , eyther praiſe or diſpraiſe her: reckoning up everie goodor bad partof 
bodic and ation in that brutiſh buſineſſe . Toſome of them, himſelfe ſen bils 
of divorſcemeat in the name of their husbandsabſentand commanded the ſame 
to be ſcrupon thefile and ſtand in publike record. 
Inriotous and waſtfull (a) expenſe, he outwent the wits and inuentions of 
all the prodigal ſpendthrifts that ever werezas having deviſed anew found man- 
ner and uſe otbaines,together with moſt ſtrange and monſtrous kinds of meats 
and meales: namely , to bath with hote and cold *ointments: todrinke off and 
quaffe moſt pretiousand coſtly pearles difſolued in vinegar : to ſetupon the 
bourd at feaſtes loaves of bread and other viands to them before his gueſts, all 
of golde, ſaying commonly withall, That a man muſt either be'frugall or els 
Cx 5 an. Moreover for certainedayes together,he flung and ſcattered among 
the common people from the Lovuer of the ſtately Hall Iu i1 a, mony in pee- 
ces of no meane ualew,* He built moreover tall galiaces of ceder (b) timber, 
with poupes and ſternes beſertwith precious ltones, carying failes of ſundrie 
colours conteining in them barnes large galleries, walking places, and dining 
chambers of great receit : with vines alſo andtrees bearing apples and other 
fruit in as much varietic : wherein he would {it feaſting in theuery day time a- 
mong quires of muſicians and melodious ſfingers,and ſo ſaile along thecoſts of 
Campania. In building of ſtately Pallaces and mannor houſes in the countrey he 
caſt aſide all rules and orders as one deſirous to donothing ſo muchas that 
which was thought unpoſſible to be done. And therfote he laid foundations of 
piles where the {ea was moſt raging and deep withal,and hewed rocks of moſt 
hard flint & rag:plains alfo he raiſed even with mountaines &bydigging down 
hill cops levelled themequall with the plaines : all with incredible celeritie : 
as puniſhing thoſe who wrought but ſlowly even with death . In fumm, (and 
not to reckon vpeuerie thing in particular) Thatinfinite wealth and maſſe of

lians of Seſterces, hee conſumed to nothing, before one whole yeare was 
goneabout, 

Being exhauſttherefore and growen exceeding bare, he turned his mind ro 
rapine and polling by ſundrie and moſt nice points ; of forged calumniation, 
of ſales,of impoſts and taxes. He affirmed plainely, that thoic held not by lawe 
and rightfully the freedome of Rome Cittie, whoſe Aunceſtours had obtained

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the grant thereofintheſe tearmes, to thew and their poſteritie : unlefle they were 
fontegel For, by Poſteri i. Poſterity he, ought to be underſtood none be- 
yond this degree of deſcent. And w the Lercers- and graunts of Iu- 
.1us and AuousTtus, (lateEmperours of memorie ) were 
forth as evidences, he *bewailed the ſame as olde, paſtdate and ofno v

Firaſelle Heire, he canciled tor their unthankfulneſfle : of all the reſt likewiſe, 
he held the wils as voide, and ofnoneeffeR : incaſeany perſon would come 
forth and ſay,thar they purpoſed andintended,at their death to make C = 8a n 
their Heire- Vpon which fearethat hee put menin, becing now both by un- 
knowen perſons unto him,nominared Heire _ their familiar friends,and 
alſo by parents among their chi!dren, he tearmed then all mockers and coufi- 
ners, for that after ſuch nuncupative wils they continued ſtil alive : andro ma- 
nie ofthem he ſent certaine * dainties empoiſoned. Now ſuch cauſes as theſe 
above-ſaide he heard judicially debated : having before hand ſer downe a cer- 
raine rate and ſumme of money , for the raiſing whereofhe fat iudicially in 
Ceurrt : and when that ſumme was fully made vp, then andnot before hee 
wouldariſe . And (as he was one who inno wiſe could abide any linle delay) 
he condemned vpon a time by uertue of one definitive ſentence above forrie 
perſons, liableto judge ment for divers and ſundry crimes : making his boaſt 
withall unto his wife C x $0 1 a newly wakened out ofherfleepe. What a 
deale ke had done , while ſhe toooke ber noones repoſe. Having publiſhed an open 
portfale of the reſidue remaining of furniture provided to ſet out all ſhews and 
games, he cauſed the ſaid parcels ro be brought forth and ſold : ſerting thepri+ 
ces thereof hitnſelfe and enhaunſing the fame to ſuch a prick , that ſome men 
enforced to buye certaine things at anextreame and exceeding rate (whereby 
they were empoveriſhed and ſtriprotalltheir goods)cuttheir owne veines and 
{obled ro death. Well knowenir is thatwhiles Aronrius SarurniNnuUSs 
tooke a nap and ſlepramong the ſeats and ſtauls where theſe ſales were held; 
C a1u s putthe*Bede//in mind nottolerſlip atid overpaſle fuch an honorable

a1 Aftertheſe and ſuch like taxes were denounced by proclamation, but not yer 


publiſhed abroad in writing , when as through ignorance of the writtenlawe 
(s) many treſpaſlcs and tranſgreſſions were commitrted:at length, upon inftane 
demaund of the people, he propoſed indeedethe a, but written invery ſmall 
letter and within as narrowa A 644 ſo thatno man might exemplifie the ſame 
or copicitout. Andtothe endthatthere might bee no kinde of ſpoile and pil- 
lage which he attempted not , heſetup a ſtewes and brothelhouſe in the verie 
Palace, with many roomes and chambers therein diſtinguiſhed aſimder, and 
furniſhed according tv the dignity and worth of that place. In itthere ſtood ro 

roſticute themſclues , maricd wives, youths and ſpringals free borne. Then 
ent he all about to the frequented places as well markets as Halles of reſort, 
certaine Nomenclatours, to inuite and call thither by name, young men and 
olde, for to fulfill and fatisfietheir luſt. All comersat their entrance payde 
money (as it were) for uſuric andintereſt . Certaine perſons alſo were appoin-

forſwearing(of gameſters 
fellow his owne courſe , 


while with his whole body up6 huge heapes of coyned gold peeces, ſpred here 
and there in a moſt large and open place. 

In militaric matters and warlike affaires he never dealt but once : and that 
was not vpon any intended purpoſe : but what time as he had made a progreſle 
to Meventaforto fee the ſacred grove & river of Clirywnughbeing pur in mind 
to ſupply & make up the number ofthe Botaziony whom he had about hirh for 
his guard, it tooke him inthe head to make an expedition into Germanie, Nei- 
ther deferred he this diſignement, but having levicd from al parts a power con- 
liſting of legions and auxiliarie forces; and taken muſters moſt rigorouſlyin 
every quarter,as alſo raiſcd & gathered together uiQuals & proviſion of al forts 
in that quantity, as never any other before him the like, he put himſelfe on his 
journey. Vherein he marched, one while in ſuch hurrie and haſte, as thatthe 
Pretorian cohorts were forced (againſtthe manner andcuſtome ) to beſtowe 
their enſignes vpon the ſumprer beaſts backs & ſo to follow after:otherwhiles, 
aker ſuch aſlow anddelicate manner, as that he would be catried in a littrervp- 
on eight mens ſhoulders, and exaQ of the common people inhabiting the 
neighbour citics adioyning, that the high wzics might be fwepr & wateredfor 
the duſt, againſt his comming. 

Aſter that he was arrived once at the campe, tothe end that hemightſhew 
himſelfe a ſharpe and ſcvere Capraine. Thoſc Lieutenants who had broughe 
aid with the lateſt, out of divers and diſſtvate parts, he diſcharged with ignomij- 
nie and ſhame. Rut in the reuiew ot his armie the moſtpartof the Centuri- 
ons Who had alrcadic ſerued out their complete time, yeaand ſome whoſe 
terme Within uery few dayes would have beene fullyexpited,, hedeprivedof 
their places 2: rowit, the leading of the formoſt bands, finding fault forſooth 
with the olde age and feebleneſle of every one. As for thereſt, after heehad 
piven them a rebuke for their avarice, he abridged the fees and availes _

and anon , to ride forward intheir wagon direQly into the market place and 
the Curia, and in no wiſe to deliver the ſayd meſfives but inthe Temple of 
Mats vnto theConſuls, andthat ina frequent afſembly ofthe Senate. 
Soone after, whenthere failed matter of warre, he commanded a few Ger 
av Yo \1;, manes of the *Corps de guard, to be tranſported & hidden onthe other ſide of 
erthatwere Rhene, and thatnews ſhould bereported unto him after dinner in moſt tumul- 
priſoners and tous manner , That the ememy 45 come: which done, he made what haſtehee 
could, and rogether with ſome ofhis friends and part ofthe Pretotian horſe» 
men he entredthe next wood: where after he had cut off the heads of trees and 
adorned their bodies in manner of Tropees , hee returned intothe Canfe by 
torch-light.

Turning his minde after this to the care of his Triumph, hee ſeletedand 
ſet apart for the pompe (over and above the Captives and runnagare Barba- 
rians) the talleſt men of Stature alſo that were to be found in Gaule : and eve- 
rje onethat (as hee ſaide himſelte) was axtethriambentos, that is, worthy ro be 
ſeenc in a Trivmph,yea and ſome of the Nobles and principall perſons of that 
Nation : VVhom hee compelled not onely to colour the haire of their heads 
yellow like burniſhed gold, and to weare the ſame long: but alſo to learne 
the Germaines language, andto beare barbarous names. He gave commaun- 
dement alſo; thatthe Gallies with three rankes ofOares, wherein hee had em- 
barqued and entred the Ocean, ſhould bee convaied to Rome, a great part of 
the way by land. Hee wrote likewiſe unto his procuratours and Officers, To 
provide the furnitare of bis trumph, with as little coſt as mig by be: but yet the ſame in 
as ample manner as never before was the like, ſeeing they kad both mig bt and right to 
ſeixe all mens goods into their hands. 
48 
Before his departure out of that Province, hee intended the execution ofan 
horrible and abhominable deſignement ; even to putto ſword thoſe Legions, 
which long a goc upon the deceaſe of Auo@ usrus, had made a commotri- 
on: becauſe, Scfocn, they had beſet both his father Gzxuanrcus their 
Capraine, and himſelfealſo, then an Infant. And being hardly and with much 
a-doe reclaimed fromfuch a raſh and inconſiderateproteR, yet could hce by 
no meanes be ſtayed : bur ſtifly perſiſtedin a full minde and will to® tith them. 
VVhen hee had ſummoned them therefore to a publique aſſembly, unarmed, 
and without their ſwords which they had put off and beſtowed heere and there, 
he environed them with his Cavallericall armed . But ſecing once, that many 
ofthem ſuſpeing where-abourt he went, flipped away in ſundry places for to 
reſume their weapons if any violence were offred, himſelfe abandonedthe af- 
ſembly and fled, raking his dire way.immediatly to the Citic of Rome; diver- 
ting. all his bitterneſle and crueltieupon the Senate: VV hom, (to avert from 
hiraſelfe the odious rumours of ſo great and ſhamefull villanies) hee openly 
threatned; complaining among other matters that he was by them defrauded 
and put-by his juſt and due triumph; whereas, himſelfe bur a lintle before, had 
intunated and denounced upon paine of death, that they ſhould noemake nor 
meddle in any matterabouthis honours.

Being encountredtherefore and met upon the way by Embaſſadours from 
that moſt hogourable* Order,entreating him to make ſpeed: with a moſt loud _ 
voice, Come 1 will. quoth he, I willcome,[/ay and this with me heere, beating oft © i 
upon the {words * hilt which he ware by his fide.

Forhee 
had purpoſedto remove his imperiall Court to Antiom, and afterwards to 4- 
$O: Alcxen+ lexandris : bur having maſſacred firſt the moſt chile and chiefe perſons of 
old ace. both * de And thatno man may ſeeme to doubt heereof, there were in 
"»ſcripr., =his fecret Cabinet found two bookes bearing divers titles . The one hadfor 
#Scnatous & the Inſcription Gladias 5, the ſiword : the other, Pugio, that is to ſay, thedaxper, 
gentleman. : 
They contained both of them the markes and names of fuch as were appoin- 
ted ro death . There was found beſides, a bigge cheſt full of divers and ſundry 
poiſons, which ſoone after being by C1auv rus drowned inthe Seas, infe- 
ed and poiſoned the ſame, notawithout the deadly bane of fiſhes killed there- 
with, which thetide caſt uptothe next ſhores,

Of Stature hee was very tall , pale and wan-coloured: of body grofſe and 
without all good making : his necke and ſhanks exceeding (lender : his eyes 
ſunke in his head, and his temples hollow, his forchead broad, andthe ſame 
furrowed and frowning : the haire of his head growing thinne, and none at all 
about his crowne : inall parts elſe hairic he was and ſhagged . It was therefore 
taken for an hainous and capirall offence, cirher to looke upon him as he paſ- 
ſed by from an higher place, or once burto name a Goate upon any occafion 
whatſoever: His face and viſage being naturally ſterne and grim, hee made of 
puspoſe more crabbed and hideous: —_— and dreſhng it ata looking- 
glaſſe,all manner of waics to ſeeme more terrible and co ſtrike greater feare. 
He was neither healthfull in body nor ſtoode found in minde ; Being a child, 
much troubled with the falling fickneſle , In his youth, patientof and 
travaile ; yetſo, as thatever and anone upon a ſuddaine fainting that came up- 
pon him, he was ſcarce ableto 20e, to ſtand, to ariſe, ro recover himſclfeand 
to beare up his head . The infirmitie of his minde , both himſelfe perceived, 
Fw 15 and oftemtimesalſo was minded to goe afide(unto * H#ticyre),there to purge 
Eacbor,apur- his brainethroughly. Itis for certaine thought, that poyſoned he was with a 
garue merte Potion given unto him by his wife Cz $0 u14a: Vhichin deede wasa love 
ditractes * medicine, but ſuch an one, as crackt his wits and enraged him. He was trou- 
0, , bled moſt of all with * want of fleepe; For, he ſlept not abovethree houres in 
Moſs  anight: andinthoſe verily hee tookeno quiet repoſe, bur fearefullz and ska- 
red with ſtrange illuſions and fanraſticall imaginations : as who among the 
reſt, dreamed upon a time that hee ſaw the very formeand reſemblance of rhe 
ſeatalking with him . And heereupon fora great part of the night, what with 
tedious wakefulneſle and wearineſle of lying , one while fitting up in his bed, 
another while roaming and Wandering too and fro in his Galleries (which 
__ ” an exgeeding length) hee was wont to call upon andlooke ſtill for the

As for his apparrell, his ſhooes and other habire, hee wore them neither

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 foundicarning: but moſt, toeloquence: * albeiche was (by nature) faire-ſpo- 
+ £:entww>\+ ken and of a ready tongue. Certesif ithad beene to pleade and declame againſt 
os very 2 one, were he angred once, be had both wordsand ſentences at will. His aGti- 
faire (pcks. &c on, geſture andvoice alſo ſerved him well: in ſo much as for very heate and 
carnelineſle of ſpeech, uneth was he ableto ſtand his ground and keepe ſtillin 
one place, yermighthee bee heard nothleſle of them that ſtoode a farre off, 
Vhen he was aboutto make an Oration, his manner was to threaten in theſe 
eermes, Namely, That ke would draw forth and let drive at his adverſarie the keene 
weapon and dart of his night-ſludie by candle light ; contemning the milder and 
more piked kinde of writing ſo farre forth, as that hee ſaidof Sun ca, a wri- 
ter in thoſe daies moſt accepted, That his compoſitions which he made were plaine 
exerciſes to bee ſhewedonely : and was no better himſelfe , than ſand without lime. 
His wont was alſo, to anſwere by writing the Orations of thoſe Oratours who 
hadpleaded welland with applauſe : to medirate and deviſe as wellaccuſati- 
ons anddefences of great perſons and waighty matters inthe Senate ; and ac- 
cording as his ſtile framed, cither to over-charge ard depreſle, orto caſeand 
relieve every man with his ſentence : having called thither by vertuc of his E- 
dis, the degree alſo of Gentlemen to heare him ſpeake. 
The Arts moreover and maiſteries of other kinds hee praftiſed right ſtudi- 
"= > oully, eventhoſe of moſt differentnature. A profeſſed * Sword-fencer he was 
anda good Chariotier : A finger withall and adauncer. Fight hee would 
eveninearneſt with weapons at ſharpe : and runne arace with chariots in the 
open Cirque,which he builtin many places, As for chaunting anddauncing, 
he was ſo hotly ſet thereupon , that hee could not forbeare ſo much as inthe 
publick Theaters and Shew-places, butthat hee would both fall a ſinging * 
with the Tragzdian as he pronounced, and alſo counterfaite and. openly imi- 
rate the geſture of the * player, as it were by way of praiſe or correion. And

For over and above the conqueſts gained of his enemics,he wan alſo aka an 
from the*Royallſpoyles: & oftentimes tothe uttermoſt hazard of his life cour- —_— their 
{ed and chaced the General of the Germans all over the field: neither diſlembled cheife generals 
he, butgave it out, that one day he wonld reflore wnto the Common-wealth their aw- 
cient flate and libertic againe, \Whereupon, I ſuppoſe, ſome preſume ro write, 
that Aucus rus hadhiminjelouſic andſufpicion;called him home our of his 
Province : and becauſe he lingred anddelayed his returne, made bim awly by 
poyſon. Vhich uerily put downel have, becauſe I would not ſeeme topre- 
rermit ſuch a matter , rather, than for that I thinke it either true or pro- 
bable : conſidering thatAus uwstus both loved him whiles hee was alive 
ſoentirely, as that he alwayes ordained him fellow-heire with his ſonnes,(like 
as he openly profeſied upon atime in the Senate houſe) and allo commended 
him after his death ſo highly, that in aſolemne oration befare the bodie of the 
people he prayed untothe gods. To nouchſafe his owne C A 5 an 3 to be like av- 
fo him : and to grant himſelfe one day ſuch an end a: they had given him . Andnot 
contented with this that he had engraven upon his rombeanEpiraph in verſe 
which he himſclfe compoſed, he wrotalfo the hiſtoric of his lifein proſe.

ThisCriaupryus was borne at Zyons, inthe yeare when Iutius 2 
Antonius and Faztus Arxicanus were Conſuls, upon-the Calends A-V-C.744+ 
of Auguſt , that uery Cay on which the altar was firſt dedicated there unto 
AuGusrtus :andnamedhe was T1znx1us Crauprius Dausus; anda 
while after, when his elder brother was adopredintothefamily Tur t a, hee 
aſſumed into his tile theſurname of Gzxmanicus, Being leftan infant by , 
his father , all the time in manner of bis child-hood and *yeuth, oo.

And by his daily acquaintance andcompanie keeping with moſt baſe and ab-

Yet when hce laye upon his death-bed, he both named him among his 
heires in a third raunge, andin athird part of his eſtatc, and alſo bequeathed 
himalegacicof two millions of Seſterces: ycarecommended him beſides 
name unto the armies, to the Senate likewiſe & people of Rowe in the ranke of 
other his cſpeciall friends and kinsfolke.

At length under *C arus his brothers ſonne, who at his firſt comming 
tothe Empire ſought by all manner of enticing allurements,to gaine goes 
opinion of a bountitall and gracious prince , he began firſt to beare office of 
ſtare, and continued Conſul together with him for the ſpace of two moneths: 
and it fortuned at his firſt entrance intothe Forum with his knitches of rods, 
thatamEagle ſoaring thereby, ſetled upon his right ſnoulder. He was pricked 
alſo and allotted unto a fecond Conlulihip, againſt the 4.th yearc following. 
Divers times he ſat as preſident of the folemne ſhewes in C a1us his turne :

was ſent unto himasit were to achild : In ſo much;asfome bavenoe- 
ſtuck to report on writing, that hee was turnedalſo headlonginta the river; 
his cloathes and all as he came apparailed. From which time forward, neves;/ 
ſpake hee toany matter propoſedin the Senate, but laſt of allthoſe;that had 
beene Conſuls, as being in reproachfull wiſe and to his diſgrace asked his opt» 
nion after them all. There was received likewiſe againſt him che examination 
of a forged will, wherein himſelfealſo kad beene a witnefſe andput-to his ſeale, 
Laſt ofall, hee was forced to disburſe cight millions of Seſterces for afine or 
Income at his entrance into anew Prieſthood : by occu(fton whereof, hiseftate

Having paſiedthe greateſt part of his time inrunning thorough theſe and 
ſuchlike troubles, atlength inthe fiftierhyeere of age, hee attained to the Em< 
pire, and thatbya ſtrange and wondertullhap.. Being among others excluded 
by the Conſpiratours that layed waitefor C a1us lite, whattime they voided 
all the Companie about his perſon, under acolour as it hedclired to be apart 
himſclfe alone in ſome by-place, this C i auvru s had ſteptafide ana retired 


into alodging or parlour called Hermewm: And notlong alter, being affrigh» 7 


redatthe rumour ofthat murder {lily crept forth and conveiedhimſclte up in- + 
toa Solar next adioyning, and there hid himſelfe berweene the hangings thax 
hung before the dore . VVhiles hee lurkedeloſethere, a common Souldiour 
chauncing to runnetoo and fro that way, eſpicd his teete , andby carncſt en- 
quirie and asking who he was ? hapnedto take knowledge of him : who haviv 
drawne him forth of the place (when as for feate hee fell downe humbly at his 


feete and tooke hold of his knees) ſaluted him by the name of Emperour, From * 


thence he brought him immediatly to his ather fellow Souldiours, who as yet 
ſtoode wavering and wiſt not what todoe but fare and fume, By them was he 
beſtowedin a Lifter : and for that his owne ſervants were fled ſcattering heere 
and there they alſo by turnes one after another ſupporred the ſaid Liter upon 
their ſhoulders: andſo was he broughtinto the (Pretorian) Camp, all ſad and 
amazed for tcare: pitied alſo by the multirudethat methim on the way; as if 
{ome innocent had been haled tocxecution, Being received within the trench 
& rampire,lodged he wasalnight among the ſouldiours-watch with lefſe ho 
of his a good dealethan confidence. Forthe Conſuls together withthe Senate

11 ©Havingonceeſtabliſhed his Empire, hee thoughtnothing more deere and 
behovefull thanto aboliſh the remembrance of thoſe two daies, wherein there 
was ſome doubrfull queſtion aboutthe change and alteration ofthe State . Of 
all deedes and words therefore, which had paſſed during that time he made an 
A&rthere ſhouldbe a generall pardon and perperuall oblivion: which alſo hee 
made good and performed accordingly. Onely,ſome few Colonels and Cen- 
turions,out of thatcrew which conſpired againſt C a1us,heputtothe ſword: 
as well for example ſake, as for that he had certaine intelligence, they required 
to have him alſo murdered, Then preſently turning and bending his minde to 
the duties of pictic and kindneſle, hee rooke up no torme of oath, either with 
moredevout religion or oftener, thanbythe name of AuG us Tus. He gave 
order, that for his Grandmother L1v 1 a, there ſhould by Decree be graunted 
Divine honours; as alſo in the ſtately pompe of the Cirque Solemaities, a 
Chariot drawne with Elephants, like unto that of AuG@usrus: Semblably, 
forthe ſoules ofhis vowne rs departed,publickDirges and Funerall feaſts: 
and more than ſo, particularly in the honour of his father Cirque-Plaics and 
games every yeere upon his birth-day : andin memoriall of his mother,a coach 
to be led and drawne along through the Cirque: and the ſurname of Aus u- 
+Germmices, $7 % Which by his Grandmother was refuſed . In remembrance of his* bro- 
ther (to celebrate whoſe memoriall hee omitted no occaſion) hee exhibited a 
Grecke Comzdiear the ſolemne. Games held in Naples: Where. by ſentence 
ofthe V mpiers and ludges he receiveda coronet therefore.

Andalbcithee abrogated and repealed all the Acts of C a1us, yet the day of 
his death, although i were the beginning of his Empire, he forbadto be regi- 
ſtred among feaſts inthe Kalendar, 
__ But in honouring himſelfc he was ſparie, and caried a civile modeſtie. The 
*Or folemairy fore-name ofEmperour he forbare : exceſſive honours hee refuſed: the * E- 
ofnuprialicon- ſpouſals of his owne daughter, the birth-day alſo of his Nephew herſonne, he 
__ paſſed over in filence, onely celebrating it with ſome private ceremonic and 
religious complements within houſe. He reſtored no baniſhed perſon, but by 
the authority and warrant of the Senate . Thathee might bring with him in- 
*Colonels, to the Curia, the Capiraine of the Guard and * Tribunes of the Souldiours : 
Item , that thoſe Aces might bee ratified and ſtand in force , which his 
Procuratours had ſet downe in iudging of cauſes, hee obtained by intreatie, 
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He made faite unto the Conſuls for a licence, to hold Faires'and Markers, for 
his owne private Manorsand Lands .

Souldiours as Traitours, and the Senatealſo as Paricides : neither ceaſed they 

thusto force againſtthem,unrill firſt one meſſenger,andthen another,yea and 

ſoone after many more were produced by the Magiſtrates ro the publick R'o- 

s Tx a,who afluredrhemthar he was alive and approached homewatd.

Neither ſuffred he any man torender an account 
of his life, otherwiſe than with his owne mouth, as well as every one was able, 
and without a patrone to ſpeake torhim. Hee noted many with diſgrace, and 
ſome of them without their knowledge,as miftruſting no ſuch thing : yea, and 
for a matter that hadno precedent, namely, becauſe without his privity and a 
paſport obtainedthey went forth of /taly: one alſo among the reſt, forthat in

Having aflaied to pur 
many more to rebuke with great impuration of the Inquiicours negligence, 
bur with greatcr ſhame of his owne: looke whomſoever he charged: with ſin- 
ple * hife , with childleſſe eſtare or poverty,thole lightly he found guiltleſle ; as 
who were able ro prove themſelves husbands, fathers, and wealthy. Certes,

One expedition and no more hee undertooke , and that was-very ſmall. 
17 Whenthc Scnate had by Decreeallowed him Triumphall ornaments, hee 
ſuppoſing that abare ticle of honour was inferiour to the maicſtic of a Prince 
Emperour, willing alſo toenterpriſe ſome exploit, whereby he might win 
the due gloric ofa complet triumph , made choile betore all other Provinces 
of Britame; aticmpred by none {finceIutrius(Cxz $ax) of famous memorice, 
and at that time in a tumultuous uprore, for that certainc revolts and rebels 
fled trom thence, were notrendred.

But whetherthe ſame were putintoa 
meſſe of thicke gruell, ( conſidering hee was of neceflitie to berefreſhed with 
food becing empried in his ſtomacke)orconveied up by acliſtre; as if being o» 
overcharged with fulnefſe and ſurfeit,he might be caſed alſo by this kind of e- 
geſtion and purgation, it is uncertaine, 
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His death was kept ſecrer until allchings were ſet in order abour his ſucce- 
ſſour. And therefore, both vowes were made for him as ifhee had lyen ficke 
ſtil and alſo comicall Acours were brought in place colourably co ſolace 
and delight him, as having a longing delire after ſuch ſports. He deceaſed 
threedayes before the Ides of Otober, when As1x1us Mancaiius and 
Aciutus Aviorta were Conſuls: inthe 64th yecre of his age, and 14thof 
his Empire.
